MILLIONS INVOLVED. 


Serious Charges Against an ex-Officer 
of a Corporation. 


-Heis Alleged to Have Illegally Obtained 
$3,000,000 Worth of Stock and to 
Have Attempted to Wreck 
the Concern. 


By Telegraph te The Times. 

New Yorn, Nov. 24. —[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] Wallace C. Andrews, 
president of the New York Steam Com- 
pany, and until recently president of 
the Standard Gaslight Company, is 
likely to be involved in a law. suit with 
the latter company over the validity of 
certain -stock amounting to about 
$3,000,000, which, itis alleged, An- 
drews obtained illegally from the com= 
pany while its prssident. He resigned 
two or three weeks ago, J. A. Bostwick 
being elected in his stead. It is said 
that had not Andrews resigned he would 
have been expelled. 

An injunction was issued to restrain 
him from selling or otherwise disposing 
of certain ck. It is charged that 
$1,000,000 of the stock of the gas 
company obtained by him is held by the 
New York Steam Company, which he is 
believed to control. Another action, it 
is said, has been instituted to recover a 
block of prefefred stock held by him, 
and in this suitit is charged that he 
subordinated the interests of the gas 
company to thése of his steam-heating 
company; th: '.dmproductive properties 
of the latter conipany were unloaded on 
the gas company. 

Mr. Bostwick when seen today said 
that the company was in financial diffi- 
culties a short time and to 
protect himself and others who had 
gone into it with him he offered to as- 
sume all debts of the company until its 
affairs were straightened out. An- 
drews, whose scheme had far out- 
reached his capital, had made contracts 
he could not keep. A@# a result Bost- 
wick paid out nearly half a million in 
thirty days. Much against, his advice 
$5,000,000 of the stock was issued and 
given to Andrews, Spinola and Mon- 
heimer for distribution. Later it was 
discovered that much of this was 
sold for insufficient compensation and 
the remainder was held by the three 
persons mentioned above. This stock 
in its present state is tainted and the 
books for transfer have been closed un- 
til matters are straightened out. 

Bostwick says the charge that An- 
drews transferred useless real estate 
from the steam company to the gas 
company is unfair. At the time of the 
transfer he unquestionably intended 
putting up gas plantson it. Andrews 
when séen today refused to talk.

SacRAMENTO, Nov. 24.-—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] Gov. Markham today 
addressed to District Attorney Barnes 
of San Francisco a letter, of which the 
following is an abstract, in regard to 
the attorney’s request that the Gov- 
ernor should ask the extradition of 
Christopher A. Buckley and Samuel 
Rainey, who are now in Montreal and 
against whom indictments for bribery 
have been found by the San vihienceocite 
grand jury: 

Dear Sir: Your letter of the 12th, 
together with the inclosed papers, was 
presented to me on Monday, November 
16. Ihave devoted all the time at my 
disposal from then until now to this 
case. Itis conceded by all that the 
crime charged is not enumerated in the 
treaty stipulations now in force be- 
tween the two governments. There- 
fore, if this request be honored at all, ‘it 
must be by comity. . Afterdiligent 
search 1 am unable to find anything that 
convinces me that sucha request has 
ever been mide of any nation. Not- 
withstanding this, I have concluded to 
forward the papers to the Honorable 
Secretary of State for his action 
thereon. 

It may not be improper for me to call 
your attention to the fact that the 
record does not disclose any overt act on 
the part of these men, save that men- 
tioned in the indictment. Should they be 
returned they could under the law only 
be tried upon this charge. The legal 
questions touching the validity of the 
grand jury are now pending before the 
Supreme Court and are undetermined. 
Should the grand jury which found 
this indictment be declared invalid theh 
no request is proper. Should you and 
the grand jury desire, I will withhold 
these papers for your further action, 
and in the event that you see fit to pre- 
sent other indictments or more evi- 
dence by way of affidavits touching 
upon the question of the importance of 
this case, they will be received and for- 
warded with the records now here. If 
there is nothing more to be added I 
will transmit the same without further 
delay.

of the State Snpreme Court returned to- 
day from Sacramento, the court having 
adjourned the session which it has been 
holding in thatcity.

Felt the Quake at Sea. 

San Francisco, Nov. 24.—The 
steamer China brings word that the 
U.S.S. Marion, Capt.. Bartlett, which 
arrived at Yokohama, November 10, 
from‘Honolulu, reports that on October 
28, when 500 miles off the Japanese 
coast, the sea suddenly grew rough and 
choppy. Huge waves rolled about in 
an eccentric fashion and the ship was 
tossed about heavily. The weather 
was calm, and no change in the atmos- 
phere preceded the phenomenon. 
Officers of the vessel are confident that 
the ship felt the reflux of the great 
earthquake which occurred on that 
date. 


Straube’s Creditors will be Paid. 

Fresno, Nov.:24.—Ata meeting this 
evening of the creditors of S. N. 
Straube, a widely known business man 
of this city and a breeder of fine horses, 
the special committee reported him as 
having assets amounting to $130,000 
and liabilities amounting to $104,000.

The Commissioners after hearing all the 
testimony decided in favor of the South- 
ern Pacific Company and Tucson, and 
the jobbers’ tariff stands.

San Josz, Nov. 24.—Senator Bailey 
was called upon inthe Rea-Wood libel 
case this morning to explain his former 
statements.

Difficalties in the ‘Way of Extraditing a 
Forger from Nebraska. 

Omana (Neb.,) Nov. 24.—[By the 
Associated Press.| No in the city 
of Omaha was more sought after today 
than Mortimer Fox.

What Sugar-Making Promises, 
The Cahuenga farmers who have been 
agitating the matter of a codperative 


‘| beet-sugar factory seem tobe in a fair 


way to achieve good results. At the 
meeting last Monday several hundred 
acres more were pledged for beet grow- 
ing, and the total acreage thus far 
secured is now about 1700. The mini- 


| mum which will warrant the establish- 


ment 6f a factory is 2000 acres. 
Should this 2 reached by the time 
of holding the next meeting, it is be- 


lieved that those who have already 


pledged will increase their acreage to | 


make up the deficit. 

There is every reason to hope that 
the enterprise will be placed on a satis- 
factory basis and go forward to ac- 
complishment. Not only is this very 
much to the interest of the farmers and 
capitalists concerned in the movement, 
but the whole community would 
be benefited by the establishment of the 
industry. Thecreation of new wealthin 
our midst means a perennial distribution 
of money, stimulating all of the channels 
of trade. The laborer, the farmer, the 
merchant, the banker and the profes- 
sional man all share in this distribution 
and prosper proportionately. Therein 
comes the great advantage of a manu- 
facturing enterprise over other kinds of 
industry which mean simply money 
changing instead of money creating. 
A money-changing business keeps the 


wealth in the hands of those who have 


already acquired it, and this may runin 
comparatively narrow channels, while 
the community at large derives little or 
no benefit from it. But when men dig 
wealth from the soil, or coin their labor’ 


who needs to realize promptly on his 


branches of agriculture. He may begin 
with his raw landin January, and by 
the succeeding August have the money 
for hiscrop in bank. He may safely 
count on fair wages and a net profit of 
$30 an acre. 

There is no doubt that the codpera- 
tive plan of growing the beets and 
manufacturing them ifto sugar is the 
best. In Germany, out of a total of 
401 factories, there are 880 conducted 
on the codperative plan. Recently 
a factory in Hanover, in its third year’s 
run, paid a dividend of 110 per cent. 
on its capital stock. In all of the com- 
munities in Germany and France where 
this industry has been vigorously pur- 
sued the farmers have become well-to- 
do and even wealthy. 

A farmer who ‘‘stands in’? with the 
cobperative plan in this country has a 
reasonable assurance of making $80 an 
acre net on his beets -and $90 an acre 
profit on the manufactured sugar. If 
he does his own labor he can pay him- 
self $85 an acre for the cost of produc- 
tion, and this will bring his gross rev- 
enue up to $155 an acre. It ought to 
be considered A No. 1 farming which 
offers such inducements as this.

By way of illustration, if we had in 
and about Los Angeles as many sugar 
factories as we have banks, and the 
same amount of capital invested, our 
city would boast a population of 200,- 
000 people. This is not saying that we 
could dispense with the banks in favor 
of sugar, but simply shows the differ- 
ence between money changing and 
money maktng- 

If we consider, in a general way, 
sugar manufacturing as a wealth-produc- 
ing factor in a community we are apt to 
be surprised by the magnitude of its re- 
sults. Thus, an acre of soil properly 
farmed and the product manufactured, 
yields 4500 pounds of sugar. On this 
the Government pays a_ bounty 
of $890, and the sugar dis- 
posed of at factory prices (544 
cents per pound) yields $247.50. 
This, not counting the value of the 
output of molasses and the refuse for 
fodder, would make a gross return of 
$337.50 an acre. It is estimated that 
there are in Los Angeles county 100,- 
000 acres suitable for growing sugar 
beets. Now, if this acreage were all 
thus farmed and the products mann- 
factured and disposed of as outlined, 
there would be a gross revenue of $83,- 
750,000 per annum. This, of course, 
is not practical figuring; it is a.mere 
hypothesis, and a hundred causes might 
intervene to prevent the accomplish- 
ment of such an aggregate result. But 
it is interesting to work out in an ab- 
stract way, just as we-work out the 
horseshoe-nail problem when we have 
nothing else todo. It shows how vast 
wealth accumulates as the result of 
minor accretions carried forward on a 
regular system; or, as the Scotch put 
it, how “many a mickle makes a 
muckle.”’ 

Besides the direct benefits of produc- 
tion, we may expect a whole train of 
subsidiary industries to thrive if we suc- 
ceed in establishing sugar factories 
here. 

The large waste of beet pulp makes 
excellent fodder, and this will stimulate 
dairies and the fattening of cattle and 
hogs for market. Fruit preserving 
and canning enterprises will derive 
the benefit of cheap sugar and will in 
turn be stimulated. A vast quantity of 
crude petroleum will be burned in the 


‘furnaces, and lime will be required in 


the precipitation vats of the sugar fac- 
tories. These demands will stimulate 
local industries. 

There may be parties in the commu- 
nity who would discourage such devel- 
opment because their selfish interest in 
lines of trade seem to be antagonized; 
but they adopt a very, short-sighted 
policy when they attempt to keep the 
whole country back in order to increase 
their individual gains. Itis a scheme 
that will not work well in the long run. 
All should join in furthering such enter- 
prises and all can afford to take chances 
on coming out right in the general era 
of prosperity that will follow. 

The necessity for expedition in this 
matter of establishing sugar factories is 
found in the fact that the Government 
bounty system is limited to fourteen 
years. This bounty represents a con- 
siderable part of the profit of manu- 
facture. Every year of delay in start- 
ing means a yearirretrievably lost from 
the life and value of the plant.

PROPOSED NEW POLICE STATION. 

The plans for the proposed new police 
headquarters on the lot adjoining the 
City Hall on the north are almost com- 
pleted and will:proba bly be submitted 
to the Councilat the meeting of that 
body Monday next. The drawings have 
been made by Roehrig & Locke, under 
the supervision of Commissioner Lewis 
and Chief Glass, and if the plans are 
carried out as designed Los Angeles 
will have the finest police station in the 
country. 

The plans are for a_ three-story . and 
basement building of brick, with stone 
and terra cotta trimmings, fronting 
fifty feet on Broadway and running 
back 160 feet, with a ten-foot drive- 
way on the south side by which access 
will be had to the rear yard, where 


sheds will be provided for the patrol 


wagon and the horses of the mounted 
officers. The front of the building will 
be on the same style of architecture as 
the City.Hali and will add materially to 
the general appearance of that struc- 
ture. 

‘On the first floor; which will be 
treachéd by a short flight of stone steps, 


is located the Chief’s office, together |: 


with offices for the Chief’s secretary, 
captain, department secretary,  ser- 
Back of these 
offices is a stairway leading to the 
courtrooms above. A @dril lroom is also 
on this floor, with suitable lockers, etc. 
At a side door, which is the entrance to 


_ the jail proper, in the rear, is the of- 
fice of the receiving clerk, where all 


prisoners will be booked. The jail 
room is 60x35 feet, and the idea is to 
have an iron cage two or three stories 
high, on the tank system, as the case 
may be, sitting in the center, in which 
the prisoners will be confined. The re- 
ceiving hospital isin the rear to the 
south, and is 16x24 feet. 

On the second floor are two large 
courtrooms for the police justices, with 
judges’ chambers, jury rooms, deten- 
tion rooms, matron’sroom, closets, etc. 

On the third floor is a large reading 
room and library in front, with sleeping 
rooms adjoining for the use of officers 
who are kept atthe station. Back of 
these rooms is a gymnasium 41x55 
feet, with baths, closets, etc., and in 
the rearare the kitchen and pantry, 
with the necessary closets, etc. 

In the basement is a large room for 
the chain-gang, back of which is a room 
for lodgers, destitute persons, etc., to- 
gether with cells for female prisoners, 
juveniles, etc. 

The estimated cost of the building is 
$60,000, and the commissioners be- 
lieve that the property on Second street 
can.be sold for more than enough to 
build it.

THE SHERIFF’S OFFICE. 
Not Enough Deputies to Attend to the 

In their desire ta cut down the run- 
ning expenses of ‘the county govern- 
ment the Board of Supervisors have re- 
duced the force of deputies in the Sher- 
iff’s office. Thereare but eleven dépu- 
ties, including the under sheriff, and as 
the business of this office has greatly 
increased in the past year it is almost 
impossible for the force to attend to the 
civil business, not to mention criminal 
matters, which are not touched. — 

As it is, the undersheriff, who has 
enough work to keep ‘him in the office 
most of his time; is called on almost 
daily to go out and serve attachment 

apers. There are ‘six departments of 
the Superior Court, and as each depart- 
ment requires the attendance of a 
deputy almost daily, these officers have 
no time for any other business. 

This leaves only four deputies, and as 
two of these are book-keepers and are 
kept in the office: from morning till 
night, they have no time to serve 
papers or doany outside wotk. One 
deputy is kept in the office all the while 
to attend to office work, and this leaves 
only one man for outside work, and he 
is kept busy night and day 
serving civil papers. This is the 
state of affairs in the Sheriff's office at 
present, and in consequence the crimi- 
nal business of the county, outside of 
the regular routine, has to look after 
itself.
